THE UNITED STATES DOES NOT have rocket tte b with 
the thrust and reliability to duplicate the Soviet.moon probes, : It 
has only one large rocket booster, the engine designed many years 
ago to give the initial boost to the Navaho unmanned bomber. ° 


One of the foremost rocket 
scientists. and technologists in 
the United States, said this en- 
gine had been redesigned and 
patched up so many times that 
it was little more than a pile of 
junk and that it was practically 
impossible to make a reliable 
rocket booster out of it. 


Even though the United States 
has no other large boosters un- 
der development, Secretary of 
Defense Neil H: McElroy and 
Dr. Herbert F. York, defense 
director of research and engi- 
neering, have said the United 
States will be able to equal: re- 
cent Soviet feats within a year. 


These statements’ are based 
on the hope that by using high 
energy upper stages on the | 
Atlas ballistic missile engine in 
projects called Vega and Cen- 
taur, the United States may 
squeeze out comparable payloads 
with much less thrust,

The Atlas and Titan intercon- 


The 
Atlas also uses a third engine, 
called a sustainer, that is ig- 
nited at the same time, but burns 
longer than the two larger boost- 
ers, with 60,000 pounds of thrust. 
The Titan uses an engine with 
60,000 pounds of thrust as a sec- 
ond stage, ignited after the two 
big boosters have burned out. 
The first stage Soviet rocket 
booster for missiles has a thrust 
of from 464,000 pounds to 562,000 
pounds. For the moon probes this 
is increased by two solid propel- 
lant. rockets of 80,000 pounds of 
thrust each that are fired shortly 
after the rocket is launched so 
that all the first stage rockets 


burn out at the same time. 
The second stage is variously 
reported to have a st of from 


278,000 to 410,000 pounds. The 
third stage has a thrust of 99,- 
000 pounds. 

The ¢otal thrust would thus be 
between 1,000,000 pounds and 1,- 
231,000 pounds. 


WITHIN THE NEXT YEAR 
the United States will be able to 
increase the thrust of its lone big 
rocket booster to only 190,000 
pounds and to fit second and 
third stages to the Atlas booster, 


_the thrust of which will be in- 


creased to 440,000 pounds, or less 
than one-half the thrust used in 
the Soviet moon rockets. 


For the longer term, with 
availability from two to four 
years hence, a family of small 
cocket boosters to be used as 
second and third stage engines 
tre in development. These vary 
from 6000 to 80,000 pounds of 
thrust, With combinations of 
these engines and the Atlas 
oooster, NASA says, a soft land- 
ing can be made on the moon 
with 730 pounds of payload. How- 
ever, these combinations will not 
be available for two years. —

WHY DOES THE United States 
have only one large rocket 
booster? One reason is that the 
ballistic missile programs sud- 
denly acquired top priority in 
1954 and 1955 and there was no 
time to be lost developing new 
boosters. The booster built for 
the Navaho was available and the 
whole missile program Was built 


around it. And no other large | 


rocket booster was in existence 
when space vehicles suddenly be- 
came urgent. So the whole space 
program has been built around 
the same engine. 


The Post-Dispatch asked au- 
, thorities at NASA why their 
rocket boosters under develop- 
ment included no engine of per- 
haps 500,000 pounds of thrust. 
The reply was that it was con- 
sidered better to continue with 


the existing engine, clustering it | 


reliability through experience, | 
rather than to start out fresh 
with a wholly new engine. 

Nevertheless, NASA is develop- | 
ing a single chamber engine with | 
1,000,000 to 1,500,000 pounds. of | 
thrust that will not be ready for 
eight to 10 years. The Army is 
clustering eight Navaho boosters 
to prov ide a 1,500,000 pounds of | 
thrust first stage. But there is 
nothing in between in the works. 


THE SITUATION IS somewhat 
similar to that many years ago 
when the United States was faced 
with developing both turbojet and 
turboprop engines. Because of 
cost, it was decided that only 


turbojet was chosen, 


This was a wise choice for 
military aircraft but a poor one 
for transport and commercial 
aircraft. The turboprop gives 
almost as much speed below the 
speed of sound as the turbojet 
and with greatly decreased fuel 
consumption, making it superior 
for use where payload efficiency 
is the main consideration. 

The Russians developed both. 
The largest airplane in the 
world, the TU-114 that brought 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev to 
the United States, has turboprop 
engines and a cruising speed of | 
550 miles an hour.

Discussions in the U.N. Revolve 
About Red China and Germany 


Neither Represented in Assembly 
but They Are Considered Important 
Pieces of Unfinished Business.

DISCUSSIONS in the United Nations these days tend to revolve 


| around two important countries neither of which is represented in 


the U.N. They are Germany and Communist China. 


Though half a world apart 
these two nations have in com- 
mon, in addition to their absence 
from the General Assembly, the 


| fact that they represent perhaps 
| the two most obvious pieces of 


unfinished business in the world 
—with the exception of the re- 
lations between the two super- 
powers, the United States. and 
Russia. Germany and China are 
both intimately involved in the 
problem of super-power rela- 
tions. 

It was the Berlin crisis which 
led to the exchange of visits be- 
tween Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev and President Eisenhower, 
and the projected summit meet- 
ing among the Heads.of state of 
the United States, Russia, Brit- 
ain and France. These four pow- 
ers are the former ‘‘occupying”’ 
powers in Germany, and all will 
participate in any possible Ger- 
| man settlement. 


A FIFTH NATION, Poland, 
yesterday in effect put in a bid 
for a voice in any such settle- 
ment. 

The occasion was a press con- 
ference called by Polish Foreign 
Minister Adam Rapacki, a blond, 


cigarette after another and fidg- 
eted nervously with his hands 
as he spoke. 

Poland is a Communist Coun- 
a Soviet satellite—though 
enjoying a somewhat greater 
degree of independence than the 
other East European satellites. 
The stated purpose of Rapacki’s 


| press conference was to press 


Poland’s candidacy for the U.N. 
Security Council. Under a “‘gen- 
tlemen’s agreement,” concluded 
in 1946, many diplomats contend 
that one Security Council seat 
was to go to Eastern Europe. 
The United States, however, is 
backing Turkey for that seat. 

Rapacki questioned whether 
.Turkey was, in fact, an Eastern 
European country. In any 
event, he _ said, election of 
Poland would ‘correspond to 
the. need of further improvement 
of. the international atmos- 
phere.” 


' He also spoke on ‘“‘strengthen- fs 


ing of the proper and just 
methods in the work of the U.N. 
organization.’’ The Soviet Union 
has long urged that greater 
Communist. representation in all 
international gatherings, whether 
in the U.N. or outside—as in the 
disarmament discussions due to 
open after the first of the year— 
is more consistent with world 
realities. 

RAPACKI WENT BEYOND 
this purpose, in response to 
questioning at his press confers 
ence. He did not challenge the 
great powers’ right to settle the 
German question, but he offered 
advice on such a settlement. 

Poland’s borders, within which 
are included large areas fore 
merly German, must be ree 
spected in any German - peace 
treaty, he said. 

Rapacki said he favored peace 
treaties, as soon as possible, 
with both East Germany and 
West Germany. Discussion of a 
separate treaty between. the 
Communist countries and East 
Germany, he added, is “pre- 
mature.” 

Finally, despite the fact that 
previously he had accorded ‘‘abs 
solute priority’ to Premier 
Khrushchev’s proposal for (gen- 
eral and complete disarmae 
ment,”” the Polish Foreign Mine 
ister yesterday said his: own 
“Rapacki plan’’ is far from being 
a dead letter. The Rapacki plan 
provides for the creation of a 
disarmed buffer zone in central 
Europe from which foreign 
forces would be withdrawn. 
Rapacki especially is concerned 
about the possibility of the West 
German forces obtaining nuclear 
weapons. 

His whole discussion of the 
German problem yesterday was, 
in fact, plainly premised by 
traditional Polish fear of German 
military aggression. One way or 
another, ‘he said, with the 
Khrushchev plan or without it, 

a new German aggression—this 
time backed by nuclear weapons 
—must be prevented.

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Britain to the Polls 


The British people will go to thé polls 
Thursday to elect a government for a period 
of up to five years. They will do this by 
voting on some 1530 candidates to fill 630: 
seats in the House of Commons. How they 
mark their ballots will determine whether 
Harold, Macmillan will continue as Prime Min- 
ister or be succeeded by Opposition Leader 
Hugh Gaitskell. 

The present Conservative Government is 
asking something that has not beeh accorded 
a political party in Great Britain in this cen- 
tury—a third parliamentary victory in su¢ces- 
sion at the polls. Elected to office in 1951, 
the Conservatives were returned in 1955 with 
an increased majority over the Labor party. 

As the candidates went to campaign in 
their constituencies in England, Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ireland, the seats were 
divided as follows: Conservatives 339, Labor 
278, Liberals 6, vacant. 6, Independent 1. *The 
large number of Liberal candidates, 222, indi- 
cates that the once famous party of Glad- 
stone, Lloyd George and Asquith is hopeful 
of staging a comeback from its decline almost 
to the point of disappearance.. 


Prime Minister Macmillan will keep his 


‘seat in the House or lose it as result of the 


voting in one of the 630 districts. The basis 
for his continuance as Prime Minister, how- 
ever, is the outcome of the parliamentary 
elections as a whole. While he is almost 
certain to be re-elected to the House of Com- 
mons, he is nowhere near as sure fo continue 
as Prime Minister. He will be voted on as a 
member of the House by some 60,000 persons. 
The total national vote determining which 
party will hold the prime ministership and 
organize .the Cabinet will run to about 
36,000,000.. 

The Prime Minister’s parliamentary career 
illustrates a notable difference between the 
British and American systems. The Commons 
member, regardless of residence, may serve 
from any area that will elect him. Macmillan, 
after representing the North England indus- 
trial district of Stockton-on-Tees in the °20s 
and °30s, now serves from the suburban 
London district of Bromley, Kent: The two 
constituencies are 300 miles apart. 


There is another striking difference be 
tween the British and American systems to 
which this election calls attention. That is the 
shortness of the British campaign. 


In the United States the 1960 presidential 
campaign is for all practical purposes already 
under way. Certainly it will occupy all of 
1960 from the meeting of Congres in Janu- 
ary until the election in November. Some 
of the primaries are in April. 

Contrast this with the British system. Not 
until Sept. 8 did Prime Minister Macmillan 
even Set the date for the election. The 

ill be electing their government 
one month later, and less than two weeks 
after that the mew House of Commons will 
assemble. Among the many consequences 
is the feet that British c-mpaiens cost only 
a smali fraction of campz2igns in the United 
States. British expenditures are limited by 
law to start with; but then they are also 
held down. by short; impersonal campaigns. 

An American voter familiar with and-per- 
haps even enjoying the long, highly imdivid- 
ualistic, costly campaigns in the United States 
would hardly think a canvass was getting 
under way in Britain today. Just the same 
our British cousins on their tighter budgets 
and in their shorter campaigns manage to 
elect officials and establish governments 
that serve democracy very well. We -could 
learn no little from them if we would.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (UPI)— 
The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion yesterday barred the use 


of 17 common lipstick coloring | 


substances.

The order will go into effect 
in 90 days unless the cosmetic 
industry makes a successful ap- 
beal to the FDA for a rss 
The industry has been given 30 
days to file objections, 


S. L. Mayham, executive vice 


president of the Toilet Goods As- 
sociation, said the amount of 
lipstick digested by women is 
“completely insignificant’ and 
could cause no harm. 

Previously, the cosmetics in- 
dustry has argued that such a 
bar would severly limit its lip- 
stick color offerings. 


The ‘FDA order said that 13 of |. 


the colors may still be used ip 
cosmetics that are applied ex- 
ternally and do not get into the 
digestive system. The remain- 
ing four colors have been re- 
moved entirely from the FDA's 
approved list of color additives 
for any type of drugs or cos- 
metics. 

Under the federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetics Act, the Govern- 
ment must bar any coal-tar col- 
or that is proved harmful in sig- 
nificant amounts in the diet of 
test animals. Officials explained 
that the colors in question had 
produced such injuries as anem- 
ia and liver” ailments and that 
they had sometimes affected the 
growth rate of animals.

ALTHOUGH THEY CAME 
from far-off Denmark to con- 
tinue their careers as medical 
technicians, Benta Jensen and 
Tove Kirkensgaard feel no sense 
of strangeness In St. Louis hos- 
pitals and research laboratories. 
But they do feel strange in su- 
permarkets, baseball parks, busy 
thoroughfares and Italian res- 
taurants. 

In Denmark, a tiny kingdom 
about a fourth the size of Mis- 
souri, they were used to dodging 
bicycles instead of automobiles, 


_ celebrating Christmas on Dec. 


24 and hearing no commercials 
on radio or television. Before 
coming here, they knew little of 
iced tea, the World Series, Wild 
Bill Hickok or pizza. 

‘But these are minor concerns 
to Benta and Tove, who spend 
most of their waking hours in 
the medical laboratories at Jew; 
ish and Wohl hospitals. And 
these are pretty much like lab- 
oratories at home. Research has 
progressed there, as it has here. 
Equipment is much the same. 
And even human ailments are 
similar. 

This is their second “tour of 
duty” in St. Louis, but they’re 
still trying to catch up with 
American customs. Here on im- 
migrant visas, they have agreed 
to give themselves another year 
or so in the States before trying 
to decide whether to go hame or 
arrange to stay. 

Tove lives at 4468 Forest Park 
boulevard and Benta at 4476 Mc- 
Pherson averiue. During their 
first stay here, they shared an 
apartment. Their conversation 
then was “‘two-thirds Danish and 
one-third English,” but time is 
evening up the ratio. 

They first came several years 
ago under the American-Scandi- 


* navian Foundation’s program of 


bringing young women to United 
States medical centers for spe- 
¢ialized training in medical tech- 
nology. Barnes Hospital is one 
of the jnstitutions selected as a 
training ground. 

When they arrived, both went 
to work on general duty in 
Barnes laboratories, but later 
branched out into research work, 
Benta with Dr. Albert B. Eisen- 
stein and Tove with Dr. Neal 
Bricker, both of the Washington 
University School of Medicine 
faculty. 

Under a foundation policy, the 
young women returned to Den- 
mark to work in their own hos- 
pital laboratories, using the 
training they had acquired here. 
But when the opportunity came 
to return to the United States, 


Bricker. Benta works in Dr. Eis- 
enstein’s research laboratory at 
Jewish Hospital and Tove works 
with Dr. Bricker at Wohl Hos- 
pital. 

The two are among approxi- 
mately 20 Danish girls who have 
worked at Barnes under founda- 
tion auspices. One, Ingelise 
Poulsen, is there now, and an- 
other married an American doc- 
tor and accompanied him to 
Sweden for graduate study. Most 
of the others are now in hospital 
laboratories in Denmark. 

Tove and Benta are paid a 
salary out of research grants to 
Dr. Bricker and Dr. Eisenstein. 
They pay their own living costs. 

In the laboratory, Benta is 
studying the effects of cortisone 
and other adrenal hormones on 
the human body, and Tove is 
doing research on a project in- 
volving the function of kidneys. 
In Denmark, she worked on a 
research study concerning use 
of the artificial kidney in treat- 
ment of patients. 

Slim, attractive, with a man- 
ner of brisk efficiency, as befits 
their starched, sparkling uni- 
forms, they betray their non- 
American heritage only in the 
overtones of their rich Scandi- 
navian accents. Benta is trim, 
petite, blond, with. hazel eyes 
set wide apart and a sunshiny 
smile. Tove is tall and slender. 
Her short, straight hair hugs 
her head like a light brown cap. 

Although both studied and 
worked in Copenhagen, they 
didn’t meet until they arrived 
in St. Louis.. But the paths 
which ultimately were to cross 
here ran parallel in Denmark 
where both developed an early 
interest in hospital work and 
geared their education and train- 
ing toward that goal. 

Benta was born and reared in 
Odense and after a year of col- 
lege training and practical ex- 
perience in a hospital entered 
the Institute of Technology in 
Copenhagen for her training as 
a technician. Tove, born in Co- 
penhagen, also studied at the 
institute. 

Benta’s father, a building con- 
tractor, and her mother, young- 
er brother and sister (who is 
studying to become a nurse) are 
still in Odense. The only sur- 
viving member of Tove’s fam- 
ily, her mother, Mrs, Anna Kir- 
kensgaard, is visiting in St. Lou- 
is now under a six-month visa. 

All students in Denmark’s pub- 
lic schools must study English 
from the time they are 11 or 12, 
but it’s the British-type English, 
not the American, Tove ex- 
plained. This, on occasion, has 
caused the girls embarrassment. 

They also find themselves 
confused in supermarkets. Benta 
once went out to buy a butter 
substitute, but she didn’t know

tion nearby, she somehow got 
the idea that “olive oil’’—also an 
unfamiliar term to her — was 
the product she wanted. But the 
thick liquid which the grocer 
handed her was not her idea of 
something to spread on bread, so 
she wriggled out of the pur- 
chase and went home to study 
her dictionary, a baffled buyer. 

Great cases of frozen foods 
and shelves of mixes also are 
strange to them, although Den- 
mark has limited supplies of 
both.

“And you know, I miss the 
corner grocery store a little,” 
Tove said wistfully. “The place 
where you can smell the spices 
and it all seems so warm and 
cozy. The big markets seem

“Clinical, maybe?’’ 

That was the word. Clinical. 

The word has a familiar ring 
to the two Danes whose careers 


are centered in the tidy world of 
hospital and laboratory. And 
that world, they have found, is 
much the same on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 

They pointed out the princi- 
pal difference: a state medical 
plan under which the Danish 
Government builds and operates 
all hospitals and provides care 
at extremely low cost. Benta, in 
fact, underwent on appendec- 
tomy before returning to the 
United States, and paid nothing 
for surgery or hospitalization. 

“But we pay indirectly 
through taxes,” Tove explained. 

Health, generally, is good 
among the Danes. However, 
when the two got their first 
glimpse of American traffic, 
they wondered if they would sur- 
vive their western stay. 


“In our country,” Tove said, 
“everyone rides bicycles, no 
matter how young or old. You 
never hear of school busses. We 
always bicycled to school.” 


“Our whole family used to 
ride to the seashore on our bi- 
cycles,” Benta recalled. “We had 
a little cottage there and we 
would pile everything on the 
bicycles. My sister was just a 
baby then and we even had a 
cart for her to lie in that was
